EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The examiner agrees with the applicant's arguments regarding previous rejections. As 
such, all previous rejections are withdrawn. 

3. The applicant's newly amended independent claims 1, 16, 25 each contain features not 
taught by the prior art. 

4. Claims 1 and 16 now require the solubility control agent to be potassium silicate and 
requires that the content of potassium silicate be more than 20%. 

5. Typically, automatic dishwashing and textile washing composition will contain silicates. 
However, normally these silicates will be sodium salts. It is unusual to find the use of potassium 
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silicate in an effervescent composition. Secondly, the applicant requires a significantly high 
amount of the potassium silicate. Typically these types of compositions will contain at most 5- 
10% of a silicate. The use of this high a silicate content is unusual. 

6. Finally, these claims specifically require the composition to be a solid containing a gas 
releasing agent. The combination of each of these features was not found in the prior art of 
record. 

7. Concerning claim 25, the specific step of adding potassium silicate, the use of a mold to 
form the cured mixture and the curing process were not found in the prior art of record. 
Typically such compositions are pressed into a mold via pressure and would not be cured in the 
mold. Furthermore, the use of potassium silicate in such compositions is unusual The 
combination of these features was not found in the prior art of record.
